By the Swallow from Calcutta we have the fol- 
lowing authentic intelligence: That Madayee Scin- 
dia, the famous, Mahtatta Chief, had advanced with 
a large army very near the confines of the dominions 
of our ally the Vizier. That the Emperor, Shab 
Allum, was in the Mahratta camp, and that Scindia 
jfued out all’his orders under the Imperial name 
and fanétion. Amongft the reft, oe he had made 
a demand on the Governor-General and Coyncil 
of Calcuttay. for all arrears of tribute due the 
Emperor, by the treaty made by Lord Clive, whea 
the dewanny of Bengal was granted to. the Eaft In- 
dia Company, amounting to near three millions Ster- 
ling. ‘That this payment had been pofitively refu- 
fed by the Governor and Council, and orders were 
ifflued by them to. repel any hoftility that might be 
attempted. 

The fame account further adds, that in the mid- 
dle ‘of July the Mahratta army was encamped at 
Matra, near Agra, and not 150. miles from our ad- 
vanced poft. ‘ 

The weather, aft weck, was perhaps the moft 
extraordinary for the feafon that this part of Europe 
has ever been witnefs to. ‘Thunder and lightning, 
at the time of froft and heavy faow, are phenomena 
‘ in our ifland ; yet thefe abfolutely happened at one 
and the fame times The Thifbe frigare, which car- 
ried Lord Keppel to Italy, on her return, met with 
the fame ftorm at the Chops of the Channel, as pro- 
ved fo fatal.to the Halfewell Eaft Indiantan. The’ 
lightning came on with fuch violence as to ftrike the 
men down apon the deck, though luckily they foon 
recovered. The -matts were fplit, and the rigging 
torn from them, fo as to make it neceflary to cut 
them quite’ away to clear the wreck.” At St Ives 
in Cornwall, the lightning and thunder were terri- 
ble ; but they preceded the fhow, which was’ after- 
wards remarkably heavy for feveral hours. In 
Mounts Bay; feveral yeftels were drove on fhore. 
The damages at Falmouth and Plymouth have al- 
ready been mentioned. On the Eaft coaft it was 
felt, but without thunder, and much lefs violent.
